I nave the honor to forward copy of Khureeta 
from the Ranee Regent of Tebree, to your address, 
dated 5th Chait Budhi, Sumbut 1918, intimating 
the total abolition of Transit Duty on Cotton in 
the Tehree State. 

2. The Ranee mentions that though loss in 
Revenue will accrue from the remission, she has 
determined on the measure on account of the
